The  Institution  has  a  valuable  Cabinet  of  Minerals, 
containing  many  rare  and  beautiful  specimens,  a  supply  of  Chemical  and 
Philosophical  Apparatus,  and  an  Engineer's  and  Surveyor's  Transit. 

Students  preparing  for  College  will  find  here  every  advantage  they  can 
desire. 

A  judicious  and  firm  discipline  is  maintained,  and  a  strong  moral  and 
religious  influence  is  constantly  exerted. 

Careful  attention  is  also  given  to  Physical  Culture;  Gymnastics  and 
Calisthenic  exercises,  and  other  healthful  recreations,  are  provided  for  the 
students. 


LITERARY  SOCIETIES— LIBRARY. 

THE  Calliopean  Society,  which  has  been  in  successful  operation 
over  forty  years,  holds  its  meetings  on  Friday  evening  of  each  week. 
This  Society  has  under  its  direction  a  Library  of  about  two  thousand  vol- 
umes, to  which  all  students  have  access  by  paying  a  small  fee.

EXAMINATION    AND    EXHIBITION. 

THERE  will  be  an  Examination  at  the  close  of  each  term,  and  an 
Exhibition  and  Commencement  Exercises  at  the  close  of  the  Spring 
term. 

Ladies  who  intend  to  enter  the  College  Course  will  be  examined  for 
admission  on  the  first  day  of  the  Fall  term. 
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GENERAL    REGULATIONS. 

A  CERTIFICATE  of  good  moral  character  is  required  of  all  who  are 
admitted  to  the  Institution. 

All  students  are  required  to  be  punctual  at  their  recitations,  to  attend 
to  the  regular  exercises  of  Composition  and  Declamation,  and  to  be  present 
at  all  the  public  exercises  of  the  school. 

They  are  also  required  to  attend  public  worship  on  the  Sabbath,  and  at 
all  times  to  maintain  a  correct  and  decorous  deportment. 

The  use  of  tobacco  is  not  allowed  in  the  buildings,  about  the  premises, 
or  in  the  streets. 

Cards  and  card-playing  are  prohibited. 

No  student  who  wilfully  disregards  any  of  the  above  regulations,  or 
who  is  profane  or  intemperate,  or  whose  influence  is  otherwise  pernicious, 
will  be  allowed  to  remain  in  the  Institution. 

Each  student  is  held  responsible  for  damage  done  to  his  room  or  its  fur- 
niture. 

Students  under  age  will  not  be  permitted  to  leave  before  the  close  of 
the  term,  without  written  consent  of  parent  or  guardian. 

Parents  who  have  children  in  the  Institution  are  requested  not  to  allow 
them  to  be  absent  from  the  exercises  of  the  school  without  consulting  their 
Teachers.

THE  Academic  Year  consists  of  three  terms  of  thirteen  weeks  each. 
The  Fall  Term  commences  the  second  Monday  of  August.

The  Modern  Languages,  experimental  Chemistry,  special  instruction 
in  Elocution,  and  a  wide  range  of  Scientific  studies,  form  a  part  of  the 
regular  College  Course. 

A  well  appointed  Laboratory  offers  unusual  facilities  for  the  study  of 
Chemistry.  The  Physical  and  Astronomical  Apparatus  is  ample,  includ- 
ing a  twelve-inch  refracting  telescope,  made  by  Alvan  Clark  ;  a  spectro- 
scope of  high  dispersive  power,  etc. 

The  Museum  is  arranged  with  reference  to  the  wants  of  students,  and 
is  open  to  all.

The  Library  contains  about  25,000  volumes,  and  is  steadily  increas- 
ing, from  the  income  of  a  fund  of  $27,600.  About  100  leading  American 
and  Foreign  Periodicals  are  furnished  in  the  Reading  Room. 

The  Gymnasium  is  furnished  with  complete  apparatus,  heavy  and 
light. 

Expenses  are  very  low,  and  no  student  of  ordinary  ability,  tact,  and 
energy,  need  fail  to  obtain  a  College  education.

The  means  of  instruction  at  this  College  have  recently  been  largely 
increased,  so  as  to  meet  the  wants  of  all  classes  of  students.  The 
following  is  the  present  organization. 

1.  The  regular  Classical  Course  :  which  is  that  pursued  in  the  lead- 
ing American  Colleges. 

2.  The  Scientific  Course :  which  has  been  shaped  to  meet  the  de- 
mand of  modern  times,  special  prominence  being  given  to  the  Natural 
and  Physical  Sciences  and  to  Modern  Languages. 

3.  A  complete  course  in  Engineering,  Civil  and  Mechanical,  affording 
the  best  facilities  for  theoretical  and  practical  study. 

4.  Arrangements  are  now  made  for  Post  -  Graduate  studies,  extend- 
ing through  two  years,  affording  a  substantial  basis  for  technical  and 
literary  Professions.  The  following  lines  of  advanced  study  are  already 
provided  for :  1st,  Languages  and  English  Literature ;  2d,  Natural 
History ;  3d,  Chemistry  and  its  applications ;  4th,  Engineering ;  5th, 
Constitutional  Jurisprudence  and  Political  Science. 

5.  The  Medical  School  of  Maine  is  connected  with  this  College,  and 
is  in  a  flourishing  condition. 

6.  Particular  attention  is  given  to  Physical  Culture,  on  hygienic 
principles,  under  the  care  of  a  competent  instructor. 

7.  Instruction  will  be  given  in  Military  Science  by  an  accomplished 
officer  of  the  United  States  Army. 

8.  Special  students,  not  candidates  fur  a  degree,  will  be  received  at 
any  stage  for  which  an  examination  shall  show  them  to  be  fitted. 

9.  Graduates  of  other  colleges,  or  others  whose  proficiency  will  war- 
rant it,  will  be  received  into  the  Post-Graduate  Course.

TEEMS    OF   ADMISSION. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  are  examined  as 
follows :  — 

Latin  :  In  nine  books  of  Yirgil's  JEneid,  six  orations  of  Cicero,  the 
Catiline  of  Sallust,  twenty  exercises  of  Arnold's  Latin  Prose  Composition, 
and  in  Harkness's  Latin  Grammar. 

Greek:  In  three  books  of  Xenophon's  Anabasis,  two  books  of 
Homer's  Iliad,  and  in  Hadley's  Greek  Grammar. 

Mathematics:  In  Loomis's  or  Greenleaf's  Arithmetic,  in  the  first 
twelve  chapters  of  Loomis's  Algebra,  and  in  two  books  of  Geometry. 

English:  In  Mitchell's  Ancient  Geography,  and  in  Worcester's 
Ancient  History. 

All  candidates  for  advanced  standing  will  be  examined  in  the  prepar- 
atory studies,  and  also  in  those  previously  pursued  by  the  class  they 
propose  to  enter,  or  in  other  studies  equivalent  to  them. 

Certificates  of  regular  dismission  will  be  required  from  those  who 
have  been  members  of  other  Colleges. 

The  regular  examinations  for  admission  to  College  take  place  on  the 
second  Saturday  before  Commencement,  on  Tuesday  preceding  Com- 
mencement, and  on  Wednesday  preceding  the  first  day  of  the  Fall  Term. 

COURSE   OF    STUDY. 

The  regular  Course  of  Instruction  is  that  commended  hy  the  leading 
Colleges  of  the  country  as  eminently  adapted  to  secure  liberal  culture 
and  a  sound  classical  education. 

EXPENSES. 

The  annual  expenses  are  about  $200.  Pecuniary  assistance,  from  the 
income  of  thirteen  Scholarships,  and  various  other  benefactions,  is  ren- 
dered to  those  who  are  unable  to  meet  their  expenses  otherwise. 

Students  contemplating  the  Christian  ministry,  receive  assistance 
every  year  of  the  course. 

THEOLOGICAL    SCHOOL. 

This  is  a  Department  in  the  College,  established  by  vote  of  the  cor- 
poration, July  21,  1870.  It  occupies  Nichols  Hall,  situated  about  a 
quarter  of  a  mile  from  the  College  Buildings,  and  is  in  charge  of  a 
special  Faculty  appointed  by  the  College  Corporation. 

Candidates  for  admission  are  required  to  furnish  testimonials  of  good 
standing  in  some  Christian  church,  and  to  give  evidence  of  their  duty  to 
prepare  for  the  gospel  ministry,  certified  by  the  church  of  which  they 
are  members  respectively,  or  by  some  ordained  minister. 

Those  who  are  not  graduates  from  College,  previous  to  entering  upon 
the  regular  course  of  study,  must  be  prepared  for  examination  in  the 
common  English  branches,  Natural  Philosophy,  Physiology,  Chemistry, 
Geology,  Astronomy,  Algebra,  and  in  the  Latin  and  Greek  languages. 

Tuition,  room  rent,  and  use  of  libraries,  free.
